Salads for winter, whether served 


with roast meat or game, are an Im- 
portant branch of the cold weather 
cuisine. 
Salads can, be made from 


uiost of the ordinary -winter -yegeta- j 
blus—cauliflowers, celery, beet root, to- 
• 


mntoes, cabbages, etc., and there are 
also available corn salad and the Ger- 
irii'ui salad potatoes, the latter of 
which are prepared in the same way 
us ii potato salad. 


Corn salad is often eaten without 


any garnish, us it has a delicate flavor 
of its own. It is at its best, however, 
when prepared with beets, but only a 
simple dressing should be used. 


The beet is a very valuable* winter

CHESTNUT BARK DISEASE. 


Locating and Fighting Infection Cen- 


ters Only Known Means of Control. 
The chestnut baric disease was first 


recognized as a serious disease In the 
vicinity of New Ibr'U city in 1004, and 
the first publication reghfding- It ap- 
peared In 1900. There is reliable evi- 
dence, however, that it was present on 
Long'Island nt least as early as 1893. 
Its origin is unknown, but 'there is 
some evidence that It was importTd 
from the orient with the''.Japanese 
chestnut. This view Is not. however, 
held by all Investigators. But, what- 
ever may have been Its time or place 
ot origin, It is certain that it has now 
spread into at least ten stales. 


The bark disease appears, iiltltnately 


to exterminate the chestnut 'trees In 
any locality which it Infests. 
Three 


ypnrs ago the financial loss from this 
disease "lu and about. New"York city" 
was estimated at "between $5.000.000 
and SIO.000,000." The agricultural de- 
partment writers regard $25.000,000 as 
n conservative estimate of the financial 
Joss from this disease up to 1911. In 
iniiuy localities the greatest damage 
lias been among chestnuts grown for

curing them when once nttncked la 
certain In Its results. 
While this la 


unfortunate from the slnndpolnt of 
the owner of orchard trees aud largo 
ornamental trees of great individual 
value, no method of dealing with sln> 
jjle trees—surgery, medication, spray- 
Ing, etc.—however successful In Itself, 
would meet the demands of the pres- 
ent situation. It Is not practicable at 
present to apply any individual meth- 
od of treatment to forest trees; the In- 
dividual tfee Is not worth it and will 
not be for many years. 
•• 


. Fortunately, however, there Is a 
method of dealing with the situation 
\vhlch'is applicable to the country as a 
whole and which, so-far as tested, 19 
practicable. . The: .disease .advances 
but slowly In a solid Hue, but instead 
spreads from isolated centers of infec- 
tion, often many miles in advance of 
the main line of disease: It therefore 
seemed probable that If these advance 
infections could be located nt n rea- 
sonably early utage they could be 
eliminated at relatively little expense, 
thus preventing further spread 'from 
these points at least. 
It Is believed 


that this method of .attack will prove 
practicable and If carried out on n 
large scale will result ultimately In 
the control of the bark disease -which 
baa done so much damage.
